UNIVERSITY AGRICULTURAL NEWSr 


In a report on the potato oxporl 


merits carried on at tho various ex- 
periment stations of the college of 
agriculture, J.G. Mil ward, Instructor 
In horticulture, says: "The yield of 
potatoes In Wisconsin for tho past 
season Is estimated at about a two- 
thirds crop. Harvest was earlier than 
usual partly because of the uneasi- 
ness caused by the heavy freeze In the 
fall of 
11HW. Those who marketed 


their crop early In the season realized 
about 40 cents a bushel. Prices grad- 
ually rose during the harvest season 
until good white stock brought as 
much as .12 cents a bushel. Regard- 
less of the existing good prices, how- 
ever, many growers aro storing 'pota- 
toes, believing that tho price will 
roach 7.1 cents 
before 
Christmas. 


Notwithstanding 
this probable In- 


creaw, It Is generally considered saf- 
est to dispose of potatoes right oil tho 
Held when tho market offers 50 cent*, 
as tho price must go considerably 
higher to pay for tho extra labor In 


THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 
A few days ago President Roose- 


velt Issued tlie Thanksgiving procla- 
mation setting Thursday, November 
28th, as the date. The proclamation 
follows: 


"Once again the season of the year 


has come when, In accordance with 
the custom of our forefathers for 
generations past, the president ap- 
points a day as the especial occasion 
for all our people to give praise and 
thanksgiving to God. 


"During the last year we have been 


freo from famine, from pestilence, 
from war. Wo are at peace with all 
the rest of mankind. Our natural re- 
sources are at least as great as those 
of any other nation. We believe that 
In ability to develop and take ad- 
vantage of these resources the average 
man of this nation stands at least as 
high as tho average man of any other. 
Nowhere else In the world Is there 
such an opportunity for a freo people 
to develop to the fullest extent all 1U* 
powers of body, of mind, and of that 
which stands above both body and 
mind—character. 


Much has been given us from on 


high and much will rightly be expect- 
ed of us In return. Into our care the 
ten talents have boon intrusted, and 
we aro to bo pardoned neither If we 
squander and waste them nor yet If 
we hide them In a napkin, for they 
must be fruitful in our hands. Ever 
throughout thu ages, at all times 
prosperity has been fraught with dan- 
ger, It behooves us]to beseech tho Giv- 
er of All Things that we may not fall 
Into love of ease and luxury; that we 
may not lose our sens* of moral re- 
sponsibility that' we may not forget 
our duty to God and to our neighbor. 


"A great democracy like ours, a 


democracy based upon the principles 
of orderly liberty, can be perpetuated 
only If In tho heart of ordinary cltl/ens 
there dwells a keen sense of right- 
eousness and Justice. 
We should 


earnestly pray that this spirit of right- 
eousness and Justice may grow ever 
greater In the hearts of all of us, »nd 
that our souls maybe Inclined ever 
more both toward the virtues that 
tell for gentleness and tenderness, for 
loving kindness and forbearance one 
with another, and toward those no 
less necessary virtues that make for 
manliness and 
rugged hardihood— 


for without these qualities neither 
nation nor individual can rise to the 
level of greatness.

States, do set apart Thursday, the 
28th day of November, as a day of

CRANBERRY CULTURE NEWS. 
"There Is much to encourage cran- 


berry culture In Wisconsin," said 
1'rof. A. H. Whltson of the depart- 
ment of soils, University of Wiscon- 
sin Agricultural Experiment station, 
In discussing various features of cran- 
berry Industry in the state. J'rof. 
Shear, plant pathologist of the U. S. 
Bureau of Plant Industry, who re- 
cently paid a visit to the cranberry 
sections of the state agreed with Prof. 
Whltson Is his conclusion that there 
Is less danger of fungus diseases In 
Wisconsin marshes than In those of 
the East. 


"Tho cranberry crop Is practically 


all harvested, and Is being cleaned 
and prepared for market," said Prof. 
WhltHon. "The price this year Is 
again high, partly on account of tho 
scarcity of other fruit, and partly 
from natural demand. There Is much 
to encourage cranberry culture In 
Wisconsin. 
The protlt even under 


present methods of culture Is good, 
In spite of the heavy expense of har- 
vesting and of tho loss from frost and 
Insects. With more Improved meth- 
ods these sources of loss can be almost 
entirely removed, as has been clearly 
demonstrated by the Cranberry Ex- 
periment Station at Grand Haplds. 


"A largo proportion of tho cranber- 


ries used In the United States come 
from Cape Cod, where the marwh land 
available for cranberry culture Is prac- 
tically all developed, so that little ex- 
tension Is possible. In Wisconsin, 
however, we have considerable areas 
of undeveloped marshes having the es- 
sential conditions for this crop. Our 
marshes are less in danger of fungus 
diseases than are those of the East. 
Prof. Shear, In his recent visit to the 
cranberry sections of this state, called 
attention especially to the Inadvisa- 
blllty of allowing marshes to remain 
In the present poorly drained and 
weedy condition, on account of .the 
danger of spread of fungus diseases

RISE OF THE MAORIS. 


Advance In Fifty Years from Savagery 


to Civilization. 


The Maoris are.In many respects the 


most remarkable savages with whom 
tho whlto man has camo In contact. 


Fifty years ago cannibalistic feasts, 


at which tho llosh of their fallen cno* 
mica was served, wero not uncommon, 
To-day several 
members of their 


race are mem born of tho Now Zealand 
parliament, and Maori women as well 
aa tho whlto women of New Zealand 
exorcise tho right to vote. 


When tho British first occupied tho 


Islands, In tho early part of tho nine- 
teenth century. It la estimated that 
there were about 100,000 Maoris In 
Now Zealand. 


The English found that they had a 


genius for war. showing unusual abili- 
ty In building, fortifying and 
defend- 


ing stockades, and they experienced 
considerable 
difficulty la 
sundulng 


them. •' 


The Maoris were also skilled In nov- 


eral arts. They, tilled tho soli with 


groat cure, as carvers and decorators 
they wero unrivalled In tho execution 
of rock paintings and In carving tho 
ornamental ilguros of their dwellings, 
tholr boats and sacred enclosures. 


Hut tho Maoris wore also noted for 


their remarkable tattooing, which was 
designed to clotho as well as to decor- 
ate the body. Tho Maori artist knew 
how to glvo endless variety to tho 
curves of his drawing, tho natural fur- 
rows, the movements of tho counte- 
nance, tho play of tho muscles— 
everything was made to enhance tho 
charm of tho design, and a halo young 
man certainly presented a ft"no sight 
draped only In this delicate network of 
blue lines on tho ruddy brown of his 
skin. 


Thoro iiro about 35,000 Maoris left. 


Those have retired to tho northern 
provinces of New Zealand, whoro cer- 
tain reservations have been sot apart 
as their exclusive property. 


Schools 
have been 
established, 


which tho Maori children attend regu- 
larly. It Is said that such of them as 
continue Into tho higher branches of 
learning nro worthy rivals of whlto 
students.—National Geographic Maga- 
zine. 


KINO OF CANNIBAL ISLANDS. 


After Becoming Convert to Christian 


Ity, Makci Great Reparations. 


Strange and wonderful tales of the 


cannibals of tho Routhorn Pactllc wore 
told by Rev. John Hopkins Donlson. 
pastor of tho Central Congregational 
church, who has recently 
returned 


from tho Island of Now Britain, oft tho 
coast of Now Guinea, says the Boston 
Transcript. Rev. Mr. Donlson told of 
his personal observations of the habits 
of cannibals, and especially those who 
had recently boon converted. Tho.most 
remarkable caso was that of Tobogo, n 
native chieftain, who, according to tho 
account given by Ilov. Mr. Denlson, 
had gone with his sling into a neigh- 
boring village and killed flvo men 
against whom ho cherished a grudge. 
He carried all five bodies back to his 
own hut and ate thorn one by one. 
Shortly after this ho was converted to 
Christianity. He then returned to the 
village and made a speech. Mounting 
a stump In tho presence of a vast as- 
semblage, ho said:. "Onco I killed ny

Reputable seedsmen 
recommend the seed that from experi- 
ence Is least susceptible of tills stem 
rot. It Is claimed that the big tracts 
of land on tho south side of Chicago 
that formerly were given to tho growth 
of cabbage no longer are tilled for 
that purpose. The rot got Into tho 
product and killed It out. It !» claimed 
that It Is possible to "cabbage out" 
tracts of land, nnd acres that onco 
were sown to this plant In tlmo be- 
camo unfit for thlw kind of a crop. 
Prices of seed vary greatly. Tho 
Washington seed grown from the Hoi., 
land or Dutch winter Is sold for from 
three to four dollars a pound. It used 
to bo that puro Htralns of cabbage seed 
sold for $15 a poifiul. From one locali- 
ty In Wisconsin the 
production of 


cabbage Increased In ten years from 
14 to 250 carloads that WHH shipped to 
nearly half th« states of the union.

Tho not loss to 
tho roll for tho year was 18,600, which 
was tho greatest net loss for any year 
slnco Uncle Sam bogan to pension his 
soldiers. Tho present fiscal year bo- 
gan with tho smallest number of pen 
sloners remaining on tho roll since 
1893. 


Tho amount disbursed for pensions 


during tho year was $138,155,412.46. 
This money was paid to tho pension 
era from 18- agencies throughout tho 
country, the largest 
amount. being 


paid from the agency at Topoka, Kan 
which includes Colorado, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma, Indian Territory and 
New Mexico, Tho amount paid from 
fopcka was $15,807.638.24, and 
tho 


number of pensioners'on tho roll at 
that agency was 111,508, or 2,080 less 
than Juno 30, 1006. Missouri, at tho 
ond of tho year had 49,335 pensioners, 
who received $6,990,729.74. 


Theno figures and facts 
aro con- 


alned'in the annual report of Pension 
Commissioner Warner. The report 
shows that the.pension .roll reached 
ho high-water mark January 30,1905. 
An analysis of tho pension roll on 


'uno 30, 1907, shows tho interesting 
act that tboro wero at that tlmo threo 
daughters of soldiers of the revolution* 
ary war still drawing pensions.'.

pains, In serious casns buttermilk Is 
one of tho best dependencies; another 
IK boiled milk with a Slight addition of 
llmewater. 
Either of these will en- 


able the most chronic dyspeptic to 
procure somo sustenance without seri- 
ous distress. He should drink freely 
of hot water, at least two quarts a 
day. always taking n glass half an 
hour before mealtime. He should not 
crowd hln meals clone together, as 
with an impaired digest Ion It Is often 
best to have tho meals six or seven 
hours or more apart. Tho rule to be 
followed Is that a new meal should not 
be eaten until the previous one Is di- 
gested or out of the Avay, nnd th« 
stomach has had a little rest, nnd 
there must be further rest after eat- 
ing. 


It Is absolutely essential to eat slow- 


ly and chow with the greatest thor- 
oughness. Complete chewing In tho 
month, permitting no washing down 
with coffco or tea, salivates tho food 
so that It IH ready for digestion when 
It goes Into tho stomach, and persist- 
ence In the practice will put good flesh 
on any lean dyspeptic. 


There IH a theory thut when solid 


food is chewed In tho mouth to an ab- 
solute pulp tho organs In the back of 
the mouth exercise a selective action 
and send to the stomach only that 
which Is fitted to bo converted Into 
blood and tissue, thus relieving the 
digestive organs of handling tho wast«. 
Whether or not this Is correct is for 
the science of -the future to deter- 
mine; certain It is that nature gave us 
grinding teeth for tho purpose of chew- 
ing our food, and nevi»r Intended that 
we should swallow It unchewed, as 
do those animals having more than 
ono stomach,—Metropolitan Magazine.

THE CROPS IN ALBERTA. 


Advices from ono who Is In close 


touch with tho crop and commercial 
conditions In Alberta. Western Can- 
ada. In tho most southerly ICO miles 
of tho province, state that the fall 
wheat crop Is phenomenal, threshing 
from 30 to GO bushels per acre and 
grading Nos. 1 and 2 northern. The 
price realized Is 75 to 8C cents per 
bushel. Tho balance of Alberta north 
to Edmonton and east to Lloydmlns- 
tor has mostly spring crop. It Is large- 
ly a dairying, beef and pork raising 
country. Tho excessive rains In late 
August and early September delayed 
ripening of the crop on tho heaviest 
soil, and consequently was consider- 
ably damaged on tho arrival of fall 
frosts. On lighter soil the crop was 
fair to good. 
On tho soil between 


Calgary and Edmonton spring wheat 
was seriously damaged, but will pro- 
duce a largo quantity of low-grado 
milling and feed; early-sown oats are 
excellent feed quality, but late-sown 
are norlously damaged and a small 
proportion will bo fed In the 


On tho Canadian Northern, from a 
point 40 miles east of Kdinonton to 
Lloydmlnstor. oats and barley arc gen- 
erally excellent; wheat is somewhat 
damaged and there Is some loss of 
late-sown out* and barley. South of 
High river there Is an enormous crop. 
From High river to Edmonton and 
from Edmonton to Lloydmlnster them 
Is an average crop of over CO per cent, 
of last year and tho price Is from CO 
to 100 per cent higher than lost year. 
Tho root crop Is excellent and the live 
stock Is In splendid condition. 


At tho tlmo of writing It la dlfflcult 


to determine even approximately the 
quantity of -wheat that Central Canada 
will market this year. Tho threshers' 
returns will tell tho story. Opinion* 
of experts may well be taken In the 
meantime.

to which he presented his "Catalogues 
Mammallum." tho species of rodentH 
known In 1880 were only 070 In num- 
ber; now they aro 1,'JOO. 
Tho num- 


ber has thus, at least, doubled In 27 
yenrs. The number of living species 
of this creature now known Is about 
l.COO, divided among 100 gepora. This 
family Is tho most nmnenr.iM of tho 
class of mammalia.—WIsscii fur Allc.

three kinds of helpfulness: 1st: You 
help yourself; 2nd, I'll help myself 
3d, We will help each other. 
The 


subjects of these are of diverse na- 
tures, and constitute radically dltler- 
ent types of humanity. The llrst Is 
the selllsh man. He lives for no one 
else. The question, "am 1 my broth- 
er's keeper?" he long ago resolved li 
the negative. 
In life's mirror ho 


sues only his own reflection. The 
word 
neighbor has 
boon 
elimi- 


nated from his vocabulary. Ho con 
sldors his own creation tho crowning 
achievement of the Great Architect, 
honcu his life and work are too im- 
portant to warrant exertion tn behalf 
of others. Therefore he Is willing 
that the rest of mankind shall weari- 
ly plod along while he lifts no hand 
to help them on the way. He knowh 
tho wants of the world, but supply- 
Ing them Is outside of hln earth!} 
mission. He Is aware of the ruinous 
wastes of society, but does not con- 
sider himself called upon to assist In 
stopping the leak. 
Yet such a inun 


may bo what IH ordinarily culled good. 
Ho may never have violated tho pro- 
prieties of life, and, llku the rulor 
who cumo to tho Master, may bo iihlo 
to say truthfully "all these havo 1 
kept from my youth up." But, broth 
or, "yet lackest thou one thing." Oh 
yes, you may bo good as the world 
conventionally reckons that quality, 
but your goodness Is not demonstra- 
tive. It Is too Indolent. 
A moral 


earthquake cnuld hardly make It be- 
stir Itself to aggressiveness; and should 
you ever becomo an angel, you would 
quietly put your head under your 
wing and sloop a thousand years. 


Tho second Is tho egotist, 
Sutll- 


cient unto my day Is the power of inc. 
Every day ho says to his soul "who's 
afraid." He is th« self constituted 
and self Instructed architect of eve- 
rything ho wants. Ho It*.complaisant 
toward everybody and everything, 
but waives aside all reciprocity with 
a polity "no, thank you." 
Such 


man may also exemplify tho general 
Idea of goodness, but ho faces porpot- 
uul danger. If he IH not afraid ho 
ought to be. 
There is peril on every 


side, because when a man assumes to 
be a law unto himself he is placed in 
antagonism to all positive forces. In 
his moral life one may possibly con 
slltuto himself his own legislative, 
executive and Judicial departments, 
but the wlso man recognize* excep- 
tions to all general rulos of conduct. 
One of these Is that no man Is sultlc- 
lont for all things, and that oven tho 
strongest and tho greatest cannot 
stand alone. • 


The third is tho helpful man. Hu 


realizes that no life can bo true that 
does not give and take. No relation 
Is perfect that is not reciprocal. Llfo 
Is only a vast exchange. 
Compensa 


tlon runs through it all. If wo fall 
of reward It Is bccuuw we reject It. 
Although wo may be perfectly will- 
Ing to give something for nothing, 
yot we shall always receive something 
In return. Response Is written In the 
nature of man and It Is perennial un 
less self suppressed. 
Uccompen.se Is 


the law of tho universe. Do not lies 
Itatetoglve the best and take tho 
best. Thoro Is plenty of It. 
Your 


pure thought will tlnd Its atllnlty 
somewhere. Your good dued is but 
scod planted in fruitful soil. 
Your 


generous Impulse Is a benevolent 
fairy which shall sometime bring 
bock to you many fold In your hour 
of need. 


ThU Idea of mutual helpfulness un 


dorllcs the whole Christian life. Evo 
ry Christian implicitly believes tho 
promise of dlvluo help. 
Those havo 


often been expressed, but nowhere 
more strongly or explicitly than In 
the ninety tlrst Psalm, No on« can 
read that grand production without 
being reassured. Therein tics safety. 
But even here there must be mutual- 
ity. Without that there will bo fail- 
ures. Passiveness never received a 
verltlod promise. 
He who gavo tho 


promises never has broken one, but 
tho strongest will fall when too heav- 
ily freighted with tho dead weights 
of humanity. 


There Is many u Christian who 


recognizes his reciprocal obligations 
to hln follow man but forgets tho 
superior obligations to his Maker. Ho 
seems to ignore all Implied conditions. 
Ho expects Omnipotence to do all tho 
work while ho received all tho pay. 
That is not business, either Christian 
or secular. Although we may not, be 
able to render a full equivalent for 
those promises, yet overy man is ex- 
pected to yield value received so far 
as possible. Neglect in this will Incur 
forclosure. If we wait supinely, do- 
Ing nothing for naif help, cxpuctlng 
tho dovlno ineBKGHKeni to take charge 
of us, we shall weary tho patience of 
even our guardian angels and bo 
dropped like anything else Inert and 
worthless. If wo passively permit our 
good angols to bear us up In safety 
over tho rough and stony paths of life, 
yet, when walking alone, negligently 
stub our tots against tho boulders In 
plain night, wo should not complain 
If our klmilv genii get Ural of there 
fruitless labor and leavo us to find 
our own way and bind up our own 
wounds. Lot us lean on tho promises 
but not too languidly. Lot us receive 
with thankful! hearts all that tho 
Good Father provides, but lot us re- 
turn from our little store houses all 
that wo aro able to give. "Freely yo 
have received, froely give" Is tho ad- 
monition which, if fully hooded, will 
mako us grand Christians here and 
grander saints hereafter. So moto it 
be.
